The 
Post eontends that the tariffs in con¬ 
nection with .this indyslry are abso- 
lete and that they neither serve the 
needs of the industry nor give to the 
government the revenue to which it 
is entitled.

ed stuff, they cannot compete with it 
if Canadia could even produce the 
Christmas, Easter, birthday and oth¬ 
er seasonal and special cards and 
booklets needed by her own people, 
the difference in the wage sheets of 
th Dominion would be very noticeable 

LET TELEVOX DO IT

NEW PENSIONS ACT 

The new Pensions Act as passed 
by Commons and Senate, with a fur¬ 
ther sum of $8,000,000 added for fur¬ 
thering its scope, is generally ap¬ 
proved. 

The requests and wishes of return¬ 
ed men have been regarded, and its 
amendments have sought to remove 
many of the rankling grievances un¬ 
der which the old act was condemned. 

The new act repeals the provision 
in the old Act which requires that 
applications for pensions in respect 
to death be made within three years 
after death or within three years af¬ 
ter cases of dependency arise. Not¬ 
withstanding the fact that their disa¬ 
bilities haVe not increased, those who 
have accepted final payments in lieu 
of their pension will again be pen¬ 
sionable. 

The new Pensions Bill is a \a r 8 e 
and generous measure of justice, 
wide >n its scope, with many matters 
of irritation to returned men re¬ 
moved. It will be a gratification not 
only to the returned men, but to all 
who have their interests at heart. It 
is a proper remedy of things which 
needed remedying, with proper con¬ 
sideration paid those who deserve 
this consideration.
